"(d) By setting up a New Party 
founding fund committee in your 
union or local and directing them to 
raise the objective of one dollar per 
member In every possible way.” 

From this it is perfectly plain 
that the New Party believes that 
union funds should be used.

What would it avail a member to. 
contract out if the union may use its 
treasury, to which his dues contrib¬ 
ute, for the support of the political 
party?

Stretching the Banner 


I T IS not easy to see what President 
Kennedy has to do with the forth¬ 
coming Ebqutmalt-Saanlch federal 
by-election, or Premier Khrushchev 
either for that matter.

Thb panchant for comment on 
matters unrelated to the subject in 
hand is not uncommon among poli¬ 
ticians, of course. Quite frequently 
MLAs extend their horizons in ihe 
Legislature, for instance, looking be¬ 
yond the interests of their constit¬ 
uents to embrace all manner of 
things. One would think they have 
enough to arrest their attention with¬ 
out dealing with affairs outside the 
scope of their authority or control. 

In the instance of Mr. Irwin at 
least It does seem like stretching the 
Snrrwd banner rather far. In a sense 
this Is certainly one world, but voters 
In Esqufmaft-Saaidrh can be excused 
If they consider the Congo, the late 
Mackenzie King, and two Interna¬ 
tional leaders far removed from the 
vote they will be asked to cast soon. 


A Word for the Indians 


I T IS heart-warming to see a mem¬ 
ber of the House pleading the 
cause of nailve Indians In the British 
Columbia Legislature. The original 
Inhabitants of this country have not 
very many friends in the places of 
government, and Indian affairs seem 
to be treated more as a bit of a 
nuisance, to be buried in the filet if 
possible. 

There has been desultory talk 
about the hardship which sport fish¬ 
ing regulations have inflicted on the 
Indian bands in this vicinity, but to 
all appearances no one In authority 
aeems to care very much. It has re¬ 
mained lor Mr. John Tlsdalle to in¬ 
troduce their plight aa an issue for 
the Houae. More power to him. It 
Is to be hoped that others will fall 
in behind him in pressing for redress 
of grievances and not. as is often the 
case, treat the matter as closed when 
the Saanich member resumed his 
aeat.

S lalnt is that by the closure of 
aanich Inlet to commercial fishing 
and dam digging, sportsmen have 
been given precedence over the tra¬ 
ditional rights of the original in¬ 
habitants. 


Many of the coast Indians depend 
on fish and clams, knowing no other 
way of earning a living. Nor to Very 
much done to help them to explore 
other pursuits and trades. To- ex¬ 
clude the Indiana commercially 
from Saanich Inlet, where they have 
been fishing and digging clams since 
long before the advent of the white 
man, is as Mr. Tiadalle points out 
like telling farmesa to grow their 
crops 30 miles from home. 

This prohibition of commercial 
fishing is for the purpose of reserv¬ 
ing Saanich Inlet far.sporUmen. True 
enough, wide-open commercial fish¬ 
ing In the inlet probably would so 
deplete its fish resources that a 
favorite sport fishing area would 
speedily be ruined. But would Ihe 
quantities taken by the Indians do 
so. much harm, or would their 
harvesting of clams cause disaster? 

Surely a system of control could 
be worked out which would enable 
the Indians to regain their living 
without destroying a tourist asset. 
Anyway, the wdllare of these under¬ 
privileged citizens should have prior 
consideration over The convenience of 
thoae who fish merely for fun.

The question it ona which merits 
urgent thought In the backward 
regions of the.world, because a non¬ 
violent force of this kind, to be known 
as the Peace Corps, la among the Ideas 
now simmering In the active mind of 
President Kennedy. 

The president began thinking along 
these lines when he was still a senator 
from Massachusetts. He had read a 
hook called "The Ugly American,” 
which presents a sad picture of the 
way some Americans behave when 
sent overseas to serve their country. 
It Induced Mr. Kennedy to look closely 
.into things and he concluded that 
America was ill-staffed In the uncom- 
mllted nations and that "most of our 
people there could be doing a better 
Job." He decided that something 
would hsve lo he done If freedom t*as 
■o survive “tbs modern techniques of 
conquest - now being applied In tha 
underdeveloped world by tha Com¬ 
munist powers.

Mr. Kennedy’s original Idea was 
that the corps should consist of volun¬ 
teers who would then be exempt from 
compulsory service In tV armed forces. 
This led cynics to guess that the carps 
would offer Its most potent appeal to 
the wily draft-dodger, aa wall aa to 
inept and alarry-eyed “do-gooders” 
with a subconscious desire to see tha 
world at somebody rise's expense. 

There are other Americans still 
subject to the romantic Illusions that 
flouriahed In Europe before the last 
war. when It waa auppoaed that under¬ 
standing and peace would be secured 
if young Britons and Frenchmen 
Joined young Teutons at yodelling 
parties in gaathausen along the Rhine.

ditch diggers.”

Thoae who support a massive Peace 
Corps dedicated lo goodwill and 
manual labor argue that It would set 
a shining and neersaary example In 
countries where the younger citizens 
think “pitching In" to do the “hard 
and grubby work" la beneath their 
dignity. It may be true that an ex 
ample of this sort Is needed, a case 
could certainly be made out for It In 
India. But It la surely aa fanciful to 
suppose that foreign frtenda are to 
be won by shaming thaws aa M la to 
imagine that Easlern countries are 
backward aimply because their peoples 
are lazy and anobbish about using 
sh&vels. 

The arguments In favor of a small 
elite seem to be stronger. Those who 
support this approach believe that 
small groups could be given months 
of careful, specialized training Tfrfore 
they leave the Slates. They argue that 
members of the corps should “asslm- 
Hale themselves Into the local aociety" 
and that multitudes of American dllch- 
dteeeri art down In a strange land 
would show a natural tendency to talk 
with nobody but themselves

Tha suggested rate of 
monthly pay is, however. (20 more 
than tha annual average for tha whole 
of India and more than a great many 
peasants earn In a lifetime. 

If the aim la lo be assimilated Into 
the local society, then perhaps It would 
he prudent for the young volunteers 
to let most of their pay accumulate at 
home. Otherwise they may be mis¬ 
taken for wealthy princes and he 
treated not aa equals In the cause of 
freedom but with the deference due lo 
conquerors. 

There is. In fact, no reason why 
the Peace Corps should not do emin¬ 
ently useful work. Heaven knows, 
there Is enough of It waiting to ha 
done. The Russians have already dis¬ 
covered how to live on good terms with 
Indians of all classes. But no Russian 
technical expedition goes abroad with¬ 
out the most rareful preparation, 
based upon close study of the people to 
be deluded. And it demands from each 
of Ita members a readiness to put up 
tyith even greater hardship than many 
middle claaa Indians are willing to 
endure. At the steel plsnt being sqt^ 
up by the Russians at Bhilai, tha 
wives of the Russian technicians do 
their own housework. In temperatures 
going up lo 130 degrees.

It was seven months before he 
walked out of Its dqprs. His right hand had been 
blown off, his right rye severely damaged, his 
right eardrum broken and the whole front of his 
body from face to ankles, was torn and gashed. 
In tlie days that followed the blast, local police, 
spurred to > a j searching Investigation, found a 
tight veil of silence had fallen over Ladysmith. 
IX tlie town was ashamed. It was also reticent. 

About nowi with the military firmly In control 
of the situation, municipal and provincial police 
started a comb-out for those who had been rioting 
In the past few weeks. Score* wete picked up In 
swooping police action at both Nanaimo and 
Ladysmith until dose to 200 fared charges at a 
special Assize held at Vancouver. 

Many got sentences up to two years: one who 
drew a 12-mbnth penalty was Bill Stacouse. his 
association with the bomb plot still undisclosed. 

While this was happening “Tango" Jackson 
was well off the scene having gone up the coast 
on a fishing trip with fellow bartender Tom 
Timothy of the Cecil, who said later that George 
Couple, proprietor of the Grand, had kept them 
supplied twice a week with food.

‘Lets get McKinnon!" 

They were referring to 31-year-old Alec Mc¬ 
Kinnon, one of those still working at Extension, 
who lived in a small rented houae on Roberta 
Street Just up from First Avenue. 

Starouae, Adams and Jackson sallied forth, 
Jackson carrying a home-made bomb composed of 
three sticks of 90 per cent, with a two-foot fuae, 
the whole wrapped in rags, tied with cord, then 
dipped In kerosene. Once alight, the flames would 
prevent anyone unwrapping It 

Trailing the bomb aquad was "Chicken" 
Mlchek, who left the trio at the comer of First 
Avenue and, retracing his stepa to the Bank of 
Commerce, was strung on its front step when the 
bomb went off. 


AS MONTH AFTER MONTH went by not a 
single clue to the McKinnon bombing came to 
light and Anally In 1914 Stacouse was released, 
hi* Jail sentence completed. 

He hadn’t been long bach In Ladysmith, when 
one evening hia wife made a curiously penetrating 
remark. 

"There ane people talking In town. Bill.” she 
said. 'They say you threw the bomb Into Me- 
Kinnon’a place." 

“No, I didn’t," was Stacouse'* prompt denial. 
But something in his lone spurred his wife on. 

"Well, you must know who did?" she count¬ 
ered. . 

Finally, after some feminine prodding, the 
story came out, and Mrs. Stacouse counselled her 
husband to give his version to the police.

Ingly complicated. Hi* needs and 
principle* were challenging 

Heir* of the king* and chieftain* 
were schooled from childhood a* 
leader* and counsellors. They ruled 
with a firm hand, but with wiadora 
and justice 

The native doctor, the medicine¬ 
man. dedicated his life to the aerv- 
ire of the sick. Hi* training, too. 
began in childhood. Hi* oath of 
office corresponded to the Hippo¬ 
cratic oath of western medical 
practitioners, and he took bis oath 
gffcnr his god at a great feast of 
hi* Aan. From thart time forward 
he waa obligated to give his life 
to hla people, even before lie had 
completed his, training Failure 
meant disgrace to him and ail his 
lineage. 

Like the chiefs, his position was 
hereditary. 

From young manhood, loo. the 
teacher or orator waa named The 
apprenticeship was long and de¬ 
manding. He practised his speak¬ 
ing close to the thundrring water¬ 
fall or in hla secret cave, within 
hearing distance of the sea. so lhar 
he developed resonance and power 
In his speech.

Some of ua. it seems, do not want 
to admit that our forebear* dew! 
oped and practised a social and 
artistic way of life that ha* baen 
admired by anthropologist and 
archaeologists alike. 

The Indian art forms were truly 
native. They depicted the rugged 
environment of the people. They 
portrayed in a bold manner the 
creatures of the forest and aaa. 
They recorded the deeds of cour¬ 
ageous fathers. The huge mu rals, 
painted on slabs of cedar, deco¬ 


boughs Wjre used toi line and 
rn|>e and <n was the dii"d tail of 
kelp, buidwl and as long ^ hr 
required It. From the fibres of 
nettle net* and salmon fishing 
line* were woven. 

The Indian used cedar for his 
houses, splitting and adzing the 
logs to size, sometimes as WMir as 
tH inches. The boards were care¬ 
fully fitted to keep out the wind. 

The beams of the houses, too. 
were of color, thoroughly .season¬ 
ed. and smoothed. So were the 
uprights.- one end buried deep in 
the earth. They were often in; 
tncately carved 'with totem fig¬ 
ures. 

Household utensils were made of 
various woods, tfishes were carved 
fiom the alder trunk, maple ahd 
yew. The spoon was of yew or 
pihe. and even the horns oP ani¬ 
mals. Filleting knives were made 
of bone and the family ale from a 
feaal-diah. into which the diner* 
dipped their spoon* in turn.

JOHN PARKER. JR., he who 

had come by the Norman Morinon. 
waa a man of many part*. For 
years he ran the express between 
Victoria and Metchosin: "Met- 
ehoain Mail — The contract for 
carrying mail weekly to Metchosin 
has been awarded to Mr. Join) 
Parker for the aum of 8300 per 
annum for one year. 

He had built spate fine wagons: 
“HOME MANUFACTURE — Mr. 
Simeon Duck, the wheelwright, 
ha* just completed two farga 
thorough brace wagon* for John 
Parker. Tha style and finish of the 
vehicle* reflect much credit on the 
maker and a practical test of their 
merit was had on Sunday whea 
they gave entire satisfartlon. Mr. 
Duck ha* still in hand a third 
wagon for Mr. Parker, which is 
intended to surpass, if that be 
possible, those a I r e a d y con¬ 
structed." 

In July of 1888 “old man Par¬ 
ker." as he was affectionately 
called, died in Victoria: “Death 
o( Mr. John Parker — Mr. John 
Parker, another of Victoria's earli 
eat pioneer* and one who is well- 
known both in this city and on the 
mainland, died at the resfcfence of 
his daughter. Mr*. James lire. 
Deceased Had Just passed his 84th 
birthday, having been born in 
Farningham. Kent. England, in the 
year 1804. and left England for 
British Columbia in 1862. arriving 
here at the r!o*e of thaf year. For 
the past five years Mr. Parker has 
been an invalid, prostrated by the 
weakness of old age. of which he 
died 

"He leaves two son* — Mr John 
Parker, whose butcher shop on 
Fort Street 1* *o well known and 
Mr. Thomas Parker of Metchosin. 
Ht* daughters pre Mrs McCurdy 
of Port Townaend, Mrs. Richard¬ 
son of the Douglas House. Mrs. 
H. ManaeU and Mrs, Ure." 

His van. John — the same one 
who had eome by the Norman 
Moriann. lived to be 89. He died in 
1917, leaving four aorta, six daugh¬ 
ters. 50 grandchildren and 36 
greet grandchildren.

One time there waa a great to-do 
at Metchosin. that had all the dis¬ 
trict, pnd even far-away Victoria 
talking and arguing for days. Let 
us read about It In the quaint 
language of that day.'as published 
in the Colonist in the 1860a: 

"Hogs’ Heads — Alexander 
Chambers and John Parker own 
farms at Rocky Point, and have' 
considerable slock running loose 
over the country . . . among the 
lot Iwo herds of swine. Rarestly 
Parker’s swineherd, named Smith 
- not John, but William— missed 
three porkers from his herd and 
after scouring the country lor an 
entire day without finding the 
missing animals he called at the 
Chambers’ house to enquire if 
they had been seen.there, and upon 
erdrring the kitchen of that gentle¬ 
man’s eatiMishment was horrified 
tb see the heaifa of what he sup¬ 
pos'd to be hut absent pel* 'lying 
on -a table with a bullet hole 
through each snout. 

■ “The bodies were non est — 
the tails of the poor brutes had 
evidently been cut off dose behind - 
the eag*. and were no doubt 
salely brined hours before Smith's 
arrival. There were no distin¬ 
guishing marks on the beads — 
in favt they were as cleanly 
shaved as if they had just passed 
from under the razor of a Victoria 
barber, but something told the 
sorrowing Smith — it may have 
been instinct, possibly II was the
